Inside  the  plain  white  wrapping,  under  the  title  of 
State  Issue  No.  1,  was  a  new  library,  a  vast  science-research 
center  and  other  vitally-needed  classroom  buildings  to  be 
used  by  future  students  at  Ohio  University. 

The  package  was  postmarked  November  5,  1963,  and 
it  was  signed  by  1,396,149  Ohio  voters  who  approved  con- 
tinuation of  a  one  cent  tax  on  cigarettes  to  aid  state  and 
municipal  universities,  secondary  schools,  water,  parks  and 
recreation   and   other   state   agencies. 

Of  the  $250  million  to  be  raised  by  this  bond  issue, 
$175  million  is  designated  for  higher  education  as  the  state 
moves  rapidly  toward  the  critical    1970's. 

Ohio  University's  share  will  be  used  to  prepare  for  a 
student  population  explosion  which  may  result  in  a  stu- 
dent body  of  26,000  by  1973.  This  challenge  to  improve 
academic  programs,  to  build  and  to  obtain  greater  utiliza- 
tion of  our  physical  resources  will  be  met. 

We  are  proud  of  the  citizens  who  overwhelmingly  sup- 
ported Issue  No.  1.  Among  these  are  the  more  than  18,000 
Ohio  alumni  within  the  state  who  responded  to  this  im- 
portant  cause. 

In  each  of  the  88  counties,  Ohio  University  graduates 
imited  with  alumni  from  the  other  state-assisted  universities 


to   organize   grass   roots   campaigns   to   promote   passage   of 
Issue  No.   1. 

Sixteen  of  these  alumni  in  16  Southern  Ohio  counties 
were  chainuen  of  county-wide  campaigns.  The  total  vote 
in   these   counties   carried   the  bond   issue  by  61    per  cent.

A  New  Recipe   for 


Solving  Family  Problems 


Ohio    University    presents    a    new    approach    to    mental    health 
through  a  grant  of  funds  by  the  Division  of  Mental   Hygiene. 


/^HIO  UNIVERSITY'S  new  recipe  for  an  exciting  ap- 
^-^^  |3roach  to  current  family  and  community  problems 
might  read  this  way:  Blend  a  group  of  trained  actors  and 
a  professional  director  in  an  expertly  drawn  situation,  season 
liberally  with  drama  and  comedy,  bring  to  a  boil  before  a 
warm  audience,  and  top  off  with  free  discussion.  This 
combination  adds  up  to  one  of  the  latest  ventures  of  the 
Ohio  University  School  of  Dramatic  Art  and  Speech,  the 
Family  Play  Program,  presented  in  cooperation  with  the 
Ohio  Division  of  Mental  Hygiene. 

The  program  consists  of  the  presentation  of  short 
plays  dramatizing  family  situations  familiar  to  most  adults. 
These  half-hour  performances  are  acted  by  predominantly 
student  casts  for  community  groups  such  as  PTA's,  mental 
health  associations,  service  clubs,  church  groups,  and  simi- 
lar organizations  interested  in  understanding  human  be- 
havior. Following  each  performance,  the  sponsoring  group 
discusses  the  particular  problems  highlighted  by  the  play. 
It  is  here  that  most  of  the  learning  takes  place.  The  play 
itself  does  not  offer  any  solutions  but  merely  sets  forth  a 
human  situation  in  a  forceful  and  entertaining  way.  Adults 
who  would  probably  take  offense  at  outside  interference 
in  their  own  problems  willingly  take  part  in  group  discus- 
sions with  friends  and  neighbors.  They  find  themselves  shar- 
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ing  thoughts  with  others  and  clarifying  their  own  thinking. 
While  they  might  not  immediately  find  solutions,  at  least 
they  gain  a  closer  understanding  of  the  situation  and  its 
causes.  Perhaps  then  they  will  better  be  able  to  work  out 
those  problems  which  threaten  the  family  circle,  the  founda- 
tion  for  good   mental   health. 

Through  a  grant  of  funds  made  by  the  Division  of 
Mental  Hygiene,  all  expenses  for  the  productions  are  met 
by  the  program  except  for  a  token  royalty  fee  which  is 
paid  by  the  sponsoring  organization.  The  grant  pays  the 
company's  expenses  for  travel  within  reasonable  driving 
distance  of  Athens.  Other  than  the  small  royalty,  the  spon- 
sor is  only  required  to  have  an  interest  in  family  life  educa- 
tion, provide  a  leader  for  the  post-performance  discussion, 
and  furnish  a  suitable  meeting  place.  Since  the  plays  are 
presented  without  sceneiy,  with  only  a  minimum  of  ordi- 
nai7  properties,  and  in  everyday  clothing,  not  even  a  stage 
is  required.  Usually  the  setting  is  a  church  basement,  a 
cafeteria,  or  a  gymnasium.  It  may  even  be  a  large  meet- 
ing room,  a  classroom,  or  a  private  li\ing  room,  an^avhere 
there  is  space  for  the  actors  to  perform  and  the  audience 
to  watch.  Instead  of  sophisticated  play-goers,  the  spectators 
are  mostly  just  plain  people  with  a  human  interest  in  human 
problems. 
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DURING  THE  1963-64  school  year,  the  Ohio  Uni- 
versity troupe  will  provide  three  plays.  The  first,  already- 
presented  to  several  groups,  is  The  Green  Blackboard,  in 
which  is  shown  the  effect  of  too  much  pressure  on  school 
cloildren  to  perform  beyond  their  capacities.  The  second 
play,  High  Pressure  Area,  treats  the  relationships  of  parents 
and  teenagers.  Two  young  girls  are  about  to  get  invoked 
in  an  unwise  adventure,  and  their  final  decision  hinges  on 
the  attitude  of  their  parents.  The  last.  These  Are  Not  Chil- 
dren, is  about  the  mentally  retarded.  This  moving  play 
reveals  how  the  feelings  and  attitudes  of  parents  influence 
adjustment  to  the  outside  world.  All  three  plays  are  selected 
from  a  group  of  specially  commissioned  and  professionalh 
written  plays  supplied  by  the  American  Theatre  Wing  and 
the  Family  Service  Association  of  America. 

The  director  of  the  Ohio  University  program  is  Brad 
Wallace,  Graduate  Assistant  in  Theatre  from  Alabama, 
and  a  graduate  of  Alabama  College.  His  professional  ex- 
perience includes  acting  with  the  Colorado  Summer  Shake- 
speare Festival  and  two  summers  with  the  Asolo  Comedy 
Theatre  Festival  in  Sarasota,  Florida. 

THE  PROGRAM  ser\'es  two  major  purposes.  First 
it  provides  a  new  and  stimulating  public  service  to  South- 
eastern Ohio.  Secondly,  it  gives  an  opportunity  for  theatre 


students  and  members  of  the  University  community  to 
broaden  their  experience  in  performing  for  a  variety  of 
audiences  under  widely  different  circumstances.  Each  in  its 
own  way  broadens  and  increases  the  educational  function 
of  the   Un!\-ersity. 

Shakespeare,  in  Hamlet  tells  us  that  "the  play's  the 
thing  wherein  I'll  catch  the  conscience  of  the  king."  Later 
in  the  play,  Hamlet  advises  the  actors  "to  hold,  as  't'  were, 
the  mirror  up  to  nature."  The  Family  Play  Program  pro- 
vides an  entertaining  and  effective  way  to  catch  the  con- 
science of  the  public,  to  focus  attention  on  significant 
problems  of  human  welfare.  It  holds  up  a  mirror  of  actuality 
to  stimulate  an  audience  to  new  awareness  and  creative 
thinking.  It  permits  us  to  identify  with  the  human  char- 
acters and  the  human  situation  brought  into  focus  by  the 
play,  to  see  our  friends,  neighbors,  and  relatives  in  a  fresh, 
clear  light.  Through  the  medium  of  living  theatre,  we  view 
them  as  they  face  their  problems  and  make  their  adjust- 
ments. Perhaps  in  the  same  mirror  we  discover  that  our 
own  problems  are  similar  to  those  we  see,  even  that  we 
see  part  of  ourselves  on  stage.  Maybe  the  recipe  for  the 
Family  Play  Program  will  help  us  to  find  answers  to  some 
of  our  own  questions,  solutions  to  our  own  problems.

Why  We  Need 

An  Education  In  Economics 


Recent  survey  shows  study  of  economics 
in  Ohio  high  schools  lags  far  behind, 
and  most  teachers  have  poor  training.

TT  HAS  BEEN  estimated  that  only  one  American  in  every 
20  has  ever  had  any  formal  education  in  economics. 
Almost  75  per  cent  of  our  college  students  have  never 
taken  a  single  course  in  economics. 

Only  one  voter  in  three  believes  that  business  invest- 
ment in  plants  and  equipment  makes  a  major  contribution 
to  economic  growth.  More  than  half  of  all  adults  believe 
that  net  profits  equal  or  exceed  wages. 

Most  of  us  must  agree  that  the  economic  system  of  the 
United  States  needs  the  support  of  a  nation  of  economic 
literates.  And  yet  the  above  statements  seem  to  indicate 
that  many  Americans  ha\e  had  little,  if  any,  contact  Vkdth 
economic  education  and,  consequently,  do  not  understand 
our  private  enterprise  system. 

Last  Februaiy,  the  Ohio  Council  on  Economic  Educa- 
tion (OCEE)  conducted  a  suivey  of  high  school  economics 
courses.  Its  findings  revealed  that  economic  education  in 
Ohio  is  similar  to  tliat  in  the  rest  of  the  nation  —  spotty 
and  underdeveloped. 

The  OCEE  is  an  organization  of  leaders  from  edu- 
cation, business,  labor,  agriculture  and  other  professions 
working  together  to  promote  greater  economic  understand- 
ing through  objective  study.  Its  headquarters  is  on  the 
Ohio    University   campus,    but   its   activities   are    statewide. 

THE  FEBRUARY  SURVEY  also  showed  that  only 
232  of  the  884  public  high  schools  in  Ohio,  or  26  per  cent, 
offer  a  separate  course  in  economics.  During  the  1961-62 
r.chool  year,  only  14,000  students,  or  7  per  cent  of  the  total 
jimior-senior  class  enrollment,  took  these  courses. 

The  Council  also  found  that  most  of  Ohio's  high 
school  teachers  are  unequipped  to  teach  economics.  On 
the  average,  they  have  had  less  than  ten  college  semester 
hours'  work  in  economics. 

These  figures  are  not  much  better  than  for  other  states. 
Indeed,  the  economic  education  situation  throughout  the 
United  States  has  been  cause  for  alami  among  the  nation's 
leaders.  They  realize  that  Americans  must  know  their  own 
enterprise  system  if  that  system  is  to  continue  to  flourish. 
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TEACHERS  FROM  throughout  Ohio  are  given  the  opportunity  of  strengthening  their  backgrounds  in  economic  education  during  the  Ohio  Workshop 
on  Economic  Education.  The  event,  sponsored  by  the  Ohio  Council  on  Economic  Education  (OCEE),  is  held  each  summer  on  the  campus  of  Ohio 
University. 


The  goal  of  the  Ohio  Council  on  Economic  Edu- 
cation is  to  improve  both  the  quantity  and  quality  of 
economic  education  carried  on  in  Ohio  classrooms. 

To  reach  this  goal,  the  Council  during  the  last  1 1 
years  has  poured  time,  effort  and  money  into  extensive 
programs  designed  to  help  teachers  and  school  admin- 
istrators develop  economic  education  curricula  in  their 
schools. 

THE  COUNCIL'S  EFFORTS  have  improved  eco- 
nomic education  in  Ohio,  but  there  is  still  much  room  for 
improvement,  if  the  February  survey  is  any  indication  of 
the  situation. 

Financial  support  for  the  OCEE  comes  from  75  organ- 
izations in  15  communities  throughout  Ohio.  A  40-member 
board  of  directors  coordinates  Council  policies  and  activi- 
ties. It  is  made  up  of  businessmen,  labor,  fann  and  pro- 
fessional leaders,  teachers,  school  administrators  and  repre- 
sentatives from  five  of  Ohio's   largest  universities. 

Chairman  of  the  board  of  directors  is  Paul  L.  Noble. 
Dean  of  the  Ohio  University  College  of  Business  Admin- 
i.'tration.  President  Vernon  Alden,  Board  of  Trustees  mem- 
ber C.  Don  McVay  and  Academic  Vice  President  Thomas 
S.  Smith  are  the  other  members  of  the  University  staff 
associated  with  the  Council's  board  of  directors. 

The  executive  director  of  the  Ohio  Council  is  Dr. 
Robert  L.  Darcy,  who  is  also  an  associate  professor  of 
economics  at  Ohio  University.  His  staff  includes  an  assist- 
ant, a  field  representative  and  other  part  time  personnel. 


Reasonable  objectivity  and  balance  in  the  treatment  of 
economic  issues  are  the  key  operating  principles  of  the 
OCEE.  The  program  carried  out  by  the  Council  is  varied 
in  nature  and  comprehensive  in  scope. 

SPECIFICALLY,  the  Council  engages  in  summer 
workshops,  in-service  training  programs,  distribution  of 
materials,    consulting   services   and   public    programs. 

Perhaps  the  major  project  of  the  OCEE  is  the  Ohio 
Workshop  on  Economic  Education  held  in  Athens  each 
summer.  Since  its  inception  12  years  ago,  nearly  800  ele- 
mentary and  secondary  school  teachers  and  administrators 
from  Ohio  have  met  with  economists  and  curriculum 
specialists  to  study  major  areas  of  economic  analysis  and 
to  develop  ways  of  incorporating  economic  understandings 
into  classroom   teaching. 

THE  ENTIRE  PROGRAM  of  the  Ohio  Council  on 
Economic  Education  is  pointed  toward  helping  teachers, 
students  and  the  general  public  to  achieve  a  working  un- 
derstanding of  the  economic  process. 

To  determine  how  this  nation,  and  the  state  of  Ohio, 
shall  use  its  resources,  all  citizens  must  participate  intelli- 
gently in  choosing  public  and  private  policies  which  concern 
vhe  economy. 

The  future  growth  of  economic  education  in  Ohio,  and 
throughout  the  nation,  depends  upon  the  amount  of  energy, 
financial  resources,  imagination  and  courage  that  the  people 
are  vvdlling  to  put  into  it.

Bobcats    Win    Third    Mid-American    Conference    Football    Crown 


'  I  'HEIR  LONG  suit  was  character.  Ohio  University's 
Mid-American  Conference  football  champions  were  in 
tiie  throes  of  a  losing  season  with  the  schedule  three-fourths 
jjlayed  (3-4)  when  the  Bobcats  cinched  their  belts,  went  to 
work  and  won  their  last  three  games,  all  conference  wins, 
and  the  championship. 

It  was  after  the  20-0  Xavier  debacle  Nov.  2  that  the 
team,  disgusted  with  themselves  and  heartened  by  Miamis 
21-14  upset  of  Bowling  Green,  held  a  meeting.  In  that  ses- 
sion, the  Bobcats  set  their  sights  on  "operation  big  push." 

That  ''operation"  meant  wins  over  Western  Michigan. 
Bowling  Green  (then  defending  Mid- American  football 
champs)  and  Marshall,  possessoi-s  of  one  of  the  school's 
finest  ballclubs  in  that  order. 

A  tall  order,  most  Bobcat  fans  thought.  But  the  Bob- 
cats were  determined.  They  had  set  their  goal,  and  they 
took  them  one  at  a  time.  Co-Capt.  and  halfback  Jimmy 
Albert  romped  for  153  yards  in  16  carries  and  scored  four 
times  (a  fifth  Albert  TD  was  called  back)  and  that  took 
care  of  Western  Michigan  27-13. 


BOWLING  GREEN  came  to  Athens  intent  upon  their 
third  MAC  football  crown.  Ohio  had  other  ideas.  Albert 
again  led  the  Bobcats  with  146  yards  in  26  tries  and  one 
touchdown.  The  Bobcats  pushed  BG  all  over  Peden  Sta- 
dium and  the  7-1  Falcons  never  got  beyond  Ohio's  40  and 
only  that  deep  once.  Ohio  had  convinced  everyone  of  their 
superiority,  BG  Coach  Doyt  Peiry  included,  and  posted  a 
16-0  shutout  .  .  .  the  first  shutout  administered  a  BG  team 
in  72  games  since  Miami  last  turned  the  trick  in  IP.'i.'j  witli 
a  7-0  win. 

Then  came  the  big  one  for  all  the  marbles.  Marshall 
was  the  last  hurdle  in  Ohio's  way  of  the  goal  the  team  had 
set  for  itself.  Albert  again  was  the  spark  as  he  went  for  127 
yards  in  22  carries  to  give  him  612  yards  on  the  season, 
the  Mid-American  Conference  rushing  title  and  a  new 
MAC  record.  Ohio  won  17-0  on  a  soggy  field.  It  broke 
the  old  600  yards  by  Kent's  Lou  Mariano  in  1954.  Albert's 
one  score  also  tied  him  for  Conference  honors  in  that  de- 
partment with   BG's  Jay  Cunningham   and   Miami's  Tom 


Longsworth  at  48  points.  Joltin'  Jim  ended  the  season  the 
statistical  leader  in  four  departments  for  Ohio,  rushing,  re- 
ceiving, punt  returns  and  scoring.

No  Heroes  for  American  Fiction 

A  MERICAN  FICTION  has  produced  no  heroes — only  anti-heroes — since  World 
War  II,  according  to  one  of  the  nation's  leading  authorities  on  contemporary 
literature. 

Writer-critic  Mark  Schorer  told  an  Ohio  University  audience  October  27  that 
today's  "anti-hero"  is  a  man  apart  from  society  rather  than  a  part  of  society.  Dr. 
Schorer,  as  quoted  by  the  Associated  Press,  said  that  "The  reason  apparently  is  in 
the  mechanization,  regimentation,  and  even  impulse  to  moved  toward  self  destruc- 
tion that  we  find  in  our  modem  society." 

The  speaker,  himself  the  author  of  such  fiction  as  "The  Wars  of  Love"  and 
a  host  of  short  stories,  said  today's  writers  are  more  violently  concerned  with  social 
problems  than  even  before. 

The  lesser  writers  who  really  have  nothing  to  say  take  advantage  of  this  trend 
to  concoct  their  "strictly  commercial"  stories,  he  added. 

Dr.  Schorer,  chairman  of  the  Department  of  English  at  the  University  of 
California,  Berkeley,  was  the  second  speaker  in  the  1963-64  series  of  Kennedy 
Lectures  at  Ohio.  The  lectures  were  established  in  1962  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Edwin 
L.  Kennedy  of  New  York  City. 


Solving  Problems  of  Research  Management 

"VX  riTH  SOME  $15  BILLION  a  year  being  poured  into  government-sponsored 
research,  questions  concerning  its  efficient  use  are  being  asked  more  and 
more  frequently.  To  help  solve  the  problem  of  managing  these  large  sums  of  money, 
Ohio  University  and  Battelle  Memorial  Institute  of  Columbus,  held  a  Research 
and  Research  Management  Program  October  6-19.  Wrote  Edwin  Darby,  financial 
editor  of  the  Chicago  Sun-Times,  in  an  October  column:

Battelle  and  Ohio  University  staff  people,  with  assists  from  Harvard,  M.I.T.,  and 
such  corporate  leaders  as  Donald  C.  Power,  chairman  of  General  Telephone,  are 
on  the  platform  talking  to  'students'  representing  everyone  from  General  Motors 
to  NASA."

Branch  College  Challenge 

"'  I  'HE  COMBINATION  of  branch  proximity  and  low  cost  (averaging  about  one 
third  of  the  student's  costs  per  year  in  residence  on  a  main  campus)  is  hard 
to  beat,"  wrote  A  Holmes  Fetherolf,  senior  editor  of  Steelways  magazine  in  a 
September  feature  on  Ohio's  university  branches. 

"In  Portsmouth,  where  Ohio  University  runs  a  full-time  branch  in  a  municipal 
secondary  school  building  bought  and  renovated  with  over  $100,000  in  donations 
from  the  area's  residents,  pleased  parents  and  townsfolk  watched  last  June  as  the 
first  full-time  class  wound  up  its  studios.  A  steel  company  and  many  of  its  employ- 
ees undertook  leading  roles  in  the  successful  building  fund  drive  that  handily  over- 
shot an  $85,000  goal  to  open  to  their  young  people  the  very  doors  the  first  group 
has  now  left. 

"An  officer  of  the  steel  company  who  was  co-chairman  of  the  fund  drive  and 
is  now  on  the  branch's  board  of  trustees  beams  with  understandable  pride:  'Now, 
with  a  walk-in  college  right  here,  available  and  economic  for  all,  we're  really 
rolling  along.' 

"...  A  superintendent  for  schools  in  a  town  close  to  Portsmouth  has  some 
revealing  figures  at  his  fingertips:  'In  our  town  the  proportion  of  high  school 
graduates  going  on  to  some  sort  of  college  work  is  now  about  33  percent  where 
it  was  about  11  percent  as  recently  as  1957.'

Open  Letter  on  Athletics 

'"PHE  OCTOBER  14  issue  of  Sports  Illustrated  featured  an  open  letter  from  Dick 
Kazmaier,  former  All-American  football  player  at  Princeton,  to  Dr.  Vernon 
R.  Alden,  president  of  Ohio  University. 

Kazmaier,  an  assistant  to  Dr.  Alden  when  the  latter  was  associate  dean  of 
Harvard  Business  School,  called  on  his  friend  and  other  college  presidents  around 
the  nation  to  provide  a  total  education  for  all  athletes. 

Kazmaier  does  not  believe  in  preferential  treatment  to  athletes.  He  advocates 
standard  recruiting  of  all  students  —  not  just  athletes,  standard  entrance  require- 
ments, financial  assistance  based  on  need,  and  standard  grade  levels  for  all  students.

Ohio's  Educational  Heritage 

nPHE  HISTORY  of  education  in  the,  state  of  Ohio  was  traced  in  a  special  Octo- 
ber  issue  of  The  Sohioan  magazine,  which  described  the  "cornerstone"  for 
higher  education  as  the  creation  of  Ohio  University  in  1804,  2nd  Miami  University- 
in  1809.  Looking  ahead  to  future  education,  the  article  cited  an  increase  of  300,000 
in  Ohio's  public  school  population  in  the  next  five  years,  and  a  steady  rise  in  cost 
per  pupil. 

"These  and  other  problems  of  Ohio's  primary,  secondary,  and  college  educa- 
tional systems  appear  portentous,"  the  article  stated;  "but  placed  in  historical  con- 
text they  become  less  frightening.  Like  their  forefathers,  the  citizens  of  Ohio  are 
concerned  with  education  of  their  children,  whatever  the  problem.  Only  the  situ- 
ation has  changed  —  from  underpopulation  to  population  explosion."
